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Bernard  E.  Bergesen  Jr.,  a  wonderfully  dedicated 
Princetonian,  who  in  the  past  11  years  has  succeeded  in 
translating  his  deep  interest  in  baseball,  and  in  the 
well-being  of  youngsters,  into  a  program  which  each 
year  holds  the  attention  of  nearly  400  young  men  from 
all  parts  of  the  Princeton  Community  In  much  the 
same  way  the  English  schoolmaster  of  yesteryear  ad- 
vocated 'the  virtues  of  cricket."  the  57-year  old  Ber- 
gesen. president  of  Personnel  Press,  Inc.,  and  for  some 
three  decades  well-known  in  the  test-publishing  field, 
feels  that  baseball — organized  in  the  right  way — should 
be  made  available  to  one  and  all  as  an  educational  op- 
portunity rather  than  as  an  over-organized  enterprise. 

A  baseball  addict  ever  since  he  played  "a  little  out- 
field" in  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of 
Seattle.  Wash..  Bergesen.  a  former  leather,  high  school 
principal  and  school-system  superintendent,  has  literally 
"out-Landised"  the  late  Judge  Kenesaw  Mountain  Lan- 
dis,  this  country's  first  commissioner  of  professional 
baseball.  At  the  moment  Bergesen  is  serving  voluntar- 
ily as  president  of  the  revitalized  Tri-County  League, 
commissioner  of  the  summertime  Junior  League  (for 
boys  aged  from  13  to  16  i  and  chairman  of  the  ever- 
expanding  Midget  League  (  boys  10-12  i  that  limits  its 
activities  to  the  school  year. 

Bergesen's  approach  to  elementary  education,  and 
his  "philosophy  of  baseball,"  were  brought  to  the  sur- 
face by  a  newspaper  account  that  detailed  how  200 
boys  in  one  community  tried  out  for  four  15-man  teams. 
"Sixty  were  selected — and  featured:  140  were  rejected — 
and  forgotten."  On  the  other  hand,  the  Princeton  Mid-

He  prepared  for  the  teaching  profession  :it  St  Olaf 
College,  Norlhfiekl.  Minn  ,  .met,  shortly  after  his  gradu- 
ation with  the  Class  of  1923.  became  at  age  23  the 
youngest  school  superintendent  in  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota. From  Ellendale.  Minn.,  where  he  also  made  time 
for  coaching  school  baseball  teams,  he  moved  into  tesl- 
publishmg.  a  shift  in  professions  which  carried  him  to 
Philadelphia  for  a  period  of  17  years  and  brought  him 
to  Princeton  in  1948.

In  an  effort  to  combat  the  social 
and  economic  losses  of  alcohol- 
ism in  this  area,  the  Mer- 
cer County  Committee  on  Alco- 
holism has  proposed  three  def- 
inite measures  to  cope  with  the 
problem.

It  would  provide  temporary  liv- 
ing quarters  to  aid  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  alcoholics  while  they  are 
looking  for  a  Job  and  re-adjust- 
ing to  life  in  society.  The  "half- 
way house"  would  be  partially 
self-supporting  through  payment 
of  board.  It  was  oroposed  that 
remaining  costs  be  met  through 
contributions  bv  Industry  and  oth- 
er priv
